Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agreement was reached that Sylvain did not disclose perforations in 
the suction opening of the baffle and that if 28 was interpreted as some of the perforations in the baffle, the claim 
language requiring that the catalytic converter cover all of them is not satisfied. It was further noted that while there was 
mention in the specification of the perforations and the converter covering all of them, this was not shown in the 
drawings and there was no discussion of any criticality to having perforations rather than an opening in the baffle as 
shown by Sylvain.
